The iiutpcctor ii*'ral, nuilor theonler.^ 
of the iiovt'rn(jr. has triwelod over the 
Btate endeavoring to raise a force of 
Tolunteen to nphuld the diapenaoiy law, 
hot the taidieatloBi are that he hae met 
with complete failure on all s'dee. All 
classeH of citizens are refusing to bear 
arms agninut South CarolinaiauH. 

The adjutant general hiw been in con- 
sultation with the most conservative cit- 
izens of Darlington, and the inference is 
that fh^ hare all agreed to nse their in- 
fluence to quiet the disturbed conditions. 
A stoog determination still prevails, 
however, that Tilliuaii's spiea shall not 
invade privato roHuloiicfa. 

Tho ' .spy, " McLendon, who Wius in 
jail hire, was spirited away by hi.s 
f lit'ndfl and supporters of tho disiH^risary 
law between tlie hours of :k80 and r> a. 
m. McLendon was tho man \n ho killed 
Frank Norment, and a number of th<> 
dead man's trieuds aru i^eurching lor 
him. The "spy" who was captured in 
the woods near Rogers has alau aaadahis 
escape. 

The local military haTe thrown up 
their commission and resigned by letter 
to the adjutant geu' ral. 

It is said here that Governor Tillman 
is in poMessiou of the railroad and tele- 
graph lines .at Columbia, and that bis 
officers ii)6ueot every message that is re- 
ceived, and none go out without his au- 
thority or sanction. Telegraphic com- 
mnnication is greatly hampered. 

Blttt-r Feeling at FIoreno«>. 

PLOKKXci'., S. C, April 2.- Althouijh 
there has been no actual distorbauce ht r i 
for the past 24 hours, the nndercurreiit 
of tne feeling is still very Utter, and it 
wonld only reqnire an oatbreak in the 
vioii)ity or some obnoxioas act on the 
part of ffis"itoiv«nior to iiplB atlr the 
dtlzeiia to arms. 

The bdief is Mnaral that even should 
tkM offloan of UM governor, who are as- 
Mrtid to be responmble for the flnt ont- 
Imsak, ba oonvicted by the courts, they 
woold be pardoned by the governor, as 
WiatL one of the spies, who ilamed the 
Uoaat a woman in Chaiisifamsome 
ttme ago, waa pardoned hy telegraph by 
OoveriMnr Tillman, in face of the most 
oonvindng ««roof of hisgnilt.

The Ktms of the Florence rifles are 
still m tne possession of the citi/eus and 
no attempt has thus far been made to re- 
cover tnem. Even should such an effort 
be made by state troops no arms will l)c 
found, as they have been secrett'd. Tli. 
citizens are not disjioeed to surreuder tlu' 
atlvauce they have made, but propose 
that \miv^ oiitlawid th|y will proceed to 
restore law and order tnemselves.

These ;,'eutlririeii li;iv(? simply carried 
out their instruct ii>us, aiul have refused 
only a few tele^'rams that w. ro calcu 
lated to arouse had feeling.

put down. The property of the htate 
(meaning the dispensiiries) had been de- 
stroyed. Tl • guilty parties must be dis- 
covered and brought to justice. Tho 
dispensary omstables were being jiiir- 
sued and wen- in ininiiin iit danger of 
losing their lives. He would not permit 
them to be hounded down and shot like 
dogs.

diera, will lay down their arms and as- 
sist the citi/cns. should trouble occur.

CROSSED THfc ST ATE LINE. 

Coxny't Army Now Marching ThWmclt 

IViniHylvanla. 

Beavek Fali-h, Pa., April 2.— St-veral 
hundre<l people on foot and in vehicles 
met Cozey's uummonweal at Beaver 
Falla, when the army entered in the 
afternoon. The orowda were curious, 
but not cordial. A delegation of 
mounted dtizeni met Coze/ Mul escort- 
ed him and hiatcdlowera la a parade 
through the (own. 

Camp was then pitched near the 
Beaver river on College Hill. Meetings 
were held on the grounds at once and 
|80 collected oy Marshal Smith. In tlie 
evening the usual meeting was held in 
the opera house and attjr the audience 
left, the army, 270 strong, were mardied 
there and put to bed in the theater. 

By 9 o'ciock IW recruits had joined, 
necessitating the formation of a new 
commune called the Cyulonea, ntmod 
after the astrologer. Eighteen of tiie 
recruits were potters from East Liver- 
pool. Marshal Smith told his men clu;t 
any one of them caught begging wouid 
be dismissed and prosecuted. Cue man 
was dismissed at Darlington for begging 
•nd another at Beaver Falls for drunk- 
enness. 

The march into town from New Gali- 
lee was uneventful. Before leaving 
Camp Marion Bntler a reliisioris service 
with musii^ wai held on the ti *ld. 

Footl enough to last the army for two 
days was contribut -d here by the citi- 
zens and the officers entertained by a ho- 
telkeeper. 

The leaders are immensely jileased 
with the reception and the Viig batch of 
recruits. The police Wtre ontheal--.:, 
and 2.') siiecial constables were on duty. 
Heveral well known criMjks were ob- 
served in town by the local o°icerij, but 
were put away from the viciniqr of the 
camp. 

Carl Browne in his orders named the 
camp at Zwickley ■uu8.i,",iu honor of 
the trustee of Kconon^, who provides 
lunch at that town. 

Thirteen dollars were collected from 
the crowd during the evening, making 
the total 149. 

Browne said that most of the speaking 
will t) • done at Economy, as he fears a 
cold reception at Zwickley, "an aristo- 
oratio" snburo of Pitts^jurg.

PERU'S PRESIDENT DEAD. 

Hi* Do<ly Scarcely i'olii Dcforo a Kevolu- 
tluii Id Tallied Of. 

LuLA, April 2, — General Remigio 
MmdM Bwmudes, preeident of Peru, 
who had been sick for a long time, died 
at 6 o'clock yesterday evening from the 

intestinal trouble which he and his phy- 
sicians have been hghting for some time 
by every means in their power. His 
body waa hardly told before alarniiiig 
rumors became public concttming the in- 
tentions of the ('acerists to seize tho 
reins of governmeiil. 

All the shops and I usineps houses have 
been clost^d. and \'iic I'resideiit Solar 
and Senator Vulcur< el, the [iresidential 
candidate, hav(^ t;one into hiding, as a 
loiip d'etat is i xiccted from ( 'ac< r. s at 
any nionieut. Piefect Muniz, who is a 
trustwoitliy man. Miys he will take no 
jiai t in the dispute, but guarantees with 
his own life public order, as well as the 
hves and pwpe r tj of foreigners in the 
city. 

Dv. Barriga w;ift arrested on suspicion 
of inciting liisoiiii r, but was lelea.sed at 
once by order of tho prefoct. It is im- 
possible to foresie the outcome of the 
state of aff airs. _ 

Some Prospect* of a BatttoaMnt. 

Denver, April 2. — Judge Piatt 
Rogers, counsel for Governor Waite and 
the new tire and police board, will ask 
the supreme court, through Attorney 
General l^iiKley, for a mandamus writ, 
compelling tin: old board lo give up the 
office and records. This is likely to side- 
tracik lower court proceedings, now in a 
dreadful muddle, and settle the issue 
without further ddi^.

Washinoton. April 9.>-The tariff bill 
will be taken up for conslderatloa in the 

senate toilay at 3 o'clock, in accordance 

with the agrei iiient arrived at in the 
committee on tinanc e and with the notice 
of Chairman X'oorhees to tluif elfi ct, and 
will in all probability ibe the prominent 
tepio of debate during the entire week. 
Thflte are uttier measurea which may 
(;laim attention, but none of them are 
likely to re( eiv(! it witliout the consent 
of the managers of the tariti bill. 

Senator liansbrough's bill for the ex- 
termination of the Kussiaii thistle aii- 
peais ujion the cal' iidar .isthe unhnisbi d 
business, aim biU for the tariff bill won d 
be called up, and it is inaiiosition where 
it could be legitimately prr8S(d, if its 
author should feel so disposed, but it is 
fair to |iresiiine that it will be (juietly 
laid aside tor the t irilt. 

(Xiier quebtions which may press for 
consideration during the week are the 
( hiuese treaty and the proposed bill lor 
the regulation of the behnng sea seal 

fisheries. 

Senator Morgan has stated that he 
will proliably asi< the senatt; to ccusiUer 
the ^'idneee treaty llie latier part <ii the 
week, anil there is a probability tnat the 
behring sea bill will bt; considered as of 
Bulficient imiKirt.iiice to call for prompt 
action. There vviil lie little dithculty in 
securing an underst aiming win n by 
these questions can Im; taKeu up for the 
temporary dinplacement of the tariff if 
exiiedition should be considered import- 
ant. 

Tho i>ension and fortifications appro- 
priation bills are also on the cahnaar 
and can be considered • at any time, but 
they will not be pressed for the present. 
The tariff bill will be the only ordt r 
after a oclock each day of the week, or 
until the morning business shall be liis- 
IKjKsed of, tuid there will be two hours 
each day for the consideration of miscel- 
laneous questions which properly belong 
to that hour. 

Several amendments to tho tariff bill 
will be offei-eil by the committee on 
finance, after which the speaking wnl 
begin in which Senator Voorhees, as 
chairman of the finance committee, will 
lead off. He will be replied to by Sen- 
ator Allison, but, beyond these speeches, 
it is not known in what order senators 
will be heard. It is quite likely that 
Itooators MoPherson and Hill, on the 
Democratic side, will sp ak early in the 
week, and it is known that on the Ite- 
publican side of the chamber Senators 
Hale, Lodge, Cullom, Hoar, Hawley, 
Monill and Mitchell of Oregon are pre- 
pared to speak, but it is not probable 
that even a majority of those can be 
heard during the present week. Indeed, 
if the speecnes aoouid prove to be long, 
as many ot them will, it ia likely that 
for the present not moi-e tuan one ikiII 
be heard in a dav. Senator Peifer la also 
expected to speak on the tariff this week 
or next. 

Prusraiii of tlio House. 

Washinqto.n, April 2.— An excit.ng 
week is promised m the house. Tiie 
struggle over the O'Neill-Joy contesteil 
election case will be resumed. Although 
it has been apparent since this case has 
been up that at least a dozen Democrats 
were opposed to seating the Democratic 
conteetant, the partisan feeling engen- 
dered during the last three da^s of the 
Klitmster has served to drive those who 
were Inkewarui into camp, and while 
they will probably not vote for O'Neill, 
they will at least lend their votee and 
fresence to make tiie necessary quorum 
to seat the St. Louis Democrat. 

The English-Hilbom case will follow, 
aud so far as known, the Democrats are 
united on the proposition to seat Enghsh, 
the contestant. 

On Tuesday, according to the notice 
served tar Mr. Bland on Friday, he will 
ask the noose to consider the president's 
veto of the seigniorage hill and will move 
to pass the billover tne veto. As it re- 
quires a two-thirds vote to override the 
objectiona of the preeident, there is Uttie 
hope that Mr. Bluid's motion con be car- 
ried. But, nevertheless, it is expected 
that the debate will be of an exceedingly 
lively character. The silver men are in 
a state of revolt and they avow their 
puriKise to rake the admimstration fore 
and aft. Some very outspoken criticism 
can be looked for. 

The debate upon the proposition to 
pass the bill over the veto may last all 
week if the silver men are so disposed, 
as the Republicans will be glad to jom 
with them to prevent a limit being 
jilacetl upon it. 

When the veto message is disposed of, 
the house will again go back to the ap- 
propriation bills. The iiostoiBoe bill is 
still unfinished. It will be followed by 
tht^ consul and diplomatlo and the army 
appropriation bills. ^ ' 

IIIY6TERI OU8 M URDER. 

An Old I«dr Killed anil No 01* W to B«r 

Murderer. 

PoHEBOT, O., April 2.— The foulest 
murder in the histcwy of this county was 
committed here about midnight. Elisa- 
beth Slaughter, the divorced wife of Dr. 
Richard .Slaughter, was found dead witli 
thrw bullet holes in her heatl on tiie 
iwrch of \ th. Clayton 8tahl, her next 
door neiKhbor. She had bOSB Uving 
alone and was K) yeara old. 

Mr. Clayton Stalil and wife, returning 
from an entertainment, fell over the 
dead body at their door. It is suppoeed 



^he bad run to ber neighbor's, wben at- 
tacked and murdereil while trying to get 
in. The door shows the marks of Ucn 
and the front door of the dead woman's 
hotise was found ojx'n and the lamp 
burning. Nothing was disturbed. The 
objei t of the niuiiler is a mystery, as 
she Wiw a i>ea< i able and well-liked wo- 
man. Tiiero IS no clew to the murder. 
A a2-calibre Smith & Wesson shell was 
found in the yard. ' 

STEAMER EMS OVERDUE. 

She l« Now Fonrteen Dajr* Out From 
Roathampton. 

New Yobk, April 9.— No news hae 
been received of the Ems, 14 days out 

from Southampton. Fully people 
ajiplied at the barge office and at the 
pieis of tho North (iennaii IJipyd com- 
pany 111 Holjoken yest' rday, to tind out 
if .my word had lieeii received. It was 
wit.i hi avy hearts that hoinenf those 
^vho called w ent to their homes. E\ en 
the nio>t saii:,Mniie now admit that the 
steamship has met with some accident, 
probalily a bad one, as never before has 
any ovi-rdiie vesM.'l of this OlaM been 
overdue more than Kl days. 

The officials of the North German 
Lluyd comiiany were at the docks in 
HoDoken ali day, awaiting some tidings 
of thevissel. The Saale of the same 
line, which left Breman on March 25 
and Sijutiiauipton on the following day. 
is due here tliis evening aud there aie 
hopes by the company that she ^ill be 
able to tell sooMtbiog at tho isnng 
steamship. 

In the event of tho Ems going south 
the hoiK's rest on the arrival of tne i' uida 
of the North German Lloj d company 
which is due on Tuesday. The latter 
traverses the (Jeiioa route, which inter- 
sects the Southamption route at longi- 
tude 1 7 digrees. She may bring some 
word of the Kms. 

Three European steamships arrived 
yesti rday and brought no news of the 
ems. Telegraph wires were kept busy 
all day communicating witu Halifax and 
St. Johns, N. F., in the hoiie that word 
might reach either of those plac s re- 
garding the Ems. There was nothing 
from them, although the disappearance 
of the steamship has causeil the people 
there great anxiety and they are e.agerly 
awaiting some news. It is believed at 
Halifax, the some as here, that the ves- 
sel has either collided with an iceberg or 
a derelict, or broken her shaft and gone 
to the south. 

BUItDI NQ BLOW N UP. 

Four Mmi Killed and Thvee Others Badly 
Injured. 

Ai.KXANDHi.v, Ind., April 2. A terrific 
explosion of natural gius demolished li e 
Whiteside block on Main street shortly 
before midnight Saturday night, killing 
four men and badly injuring threi^ 
others. 

The killed are: 

Jesse Harrell, burned to death. 
Harry Bowyer, burned to death. 
Charles Hoover, burned to death. 
Oza Ball, oumed to death. 
Injured: 

William Pyle. proprietor of the barber- 
shop in the building where all thevic- 
tima were at the time, was dragged from 
the mine badly crushed; will die. 

James Scott, badly burned and 
crushed. 

William Heard, bruised about the 
bead and shoulders. 

The two latter will recover. 

The explosion came without a mo- 
ment's warning, several of the victims 
being in the baroer's chairs at the time. 
The ground floor of the wrecked build- 
ing was occupied bjr Pyle'i tonsorial par- 
lors, the AmericMi toprses company's 
office and the WUteside clothing estab* 
lishmeut. 

The floor of the building rose like an 
earihipiake and fell in a mass of ruins. 
Fire started at once, and only the three 
men named above among the injured 
could be ertricated from the ruins l>e- 
fore the firemen were driven away by 
tho heat of the flames. The e.\iilnsii)ii is 
thouglit to have resulted from a natural 
gfis leak in the basement. 

The loss to the building and stocks will 
reach about 180.000.

Hdnoum-, March, i:!, via San Fra«- 
Cisco, April 2. Within the past week 
there has been a material change in the 
political condition of the islands. Brief- 
ly it may be summed up by saying that 
the natives are now cuiniag out for an- 
iieAalion, 1 lad the iiativi s been left to 
their own devices, there never would 
have been any serious opposition to the 
annexation oi Hawaii to the United 
States. 

The advocates of royalty have come to 
the conclusion that all hopes of restora- 
tion are paased, and that it is politic tor 
them to aoquMsce with good graoe. It 
is said the queen has been advised of the 
fact that ner restoration is impossible, 
and that she will advocate annexation of 
the islands to the United States in order 
to receive some form of bounty. 

Bj far the moet serious problem that 
confronts the provisional government at 
present ia the attitude of the Jap labor- 
en and their representative here. The 
Nauiwa, the Jap warship, which ha^ 
been stationed here for some months, 
left port a few days ago, ostensibly to ^o 
to Hawaii, for target practice. J. Fuyii, 
the Japanese consul general, went with 
the warship. The Nauiwa returned on 
the 2lBt, and either by coincidence or 
prearranged plan, she was met about 30 
miles awav by another big Japanese 
warship, tne Takai hiho. 

During Fuyii's absence tho Japanese 
on several plantations struck. The gov-

Maarice .lokai, one of the leading 
Hungarian writuru, and a member of the 
diet, followed, sijeaking on beludf of the 
lower bouse. He dwelt at length npon 
the self-Hacrifice Koosnth had made fbr 
his country, conclading with a tondiing 
farewell to the dead patriot. Hia word* 
moved many of his audience to tean. 

Tlie burgomaster of Pest said that the 
grave of Ko(>.suth would become a place 
of pilgrimage for Hungarians, evorv one 
of whom felt the deeiMit gratitaae f or 
fha aerTloai Koamth nad landaNd bis 
country. 

When the funeral services at the mu- 
aenm had been concluded, the coffin was 
conveyed to the funeral car, to which 
were attached eight horses with moom ■ 
ing caparison. 

In the funeral procession were 20 
special cars l)eariug between li.OOO and 
8,000 wreaths. Then followed 600 
bonveds. All wore medals. Included 
among the reirimental colors carried was 
the celebrated black flag vdth 1» death 
heads in memory of th# martyrs who 
fell m the suppression of the revolution 
at Arad. Firemen formed a guard on 
each side. 

The cortege occupied two hours in 
reaching the cemetery. The streets 
through which it passed were densely 
crowded. Not • Window nor a roof 
along the route was unoccupied. Busi- 
ness, much of which ia dons in Buda- 
Pesth on Sundays, was .at a oomidete 
Htundstill. all the busineas houses bamg 
closed. Ererybody wore monming, and 
the city presented a scene thi^ was 
never before witnessed here. 

When the gates of the cemetery were 
reached the funeral car stopped for a 
moment. Onlv the pallbearen, consist- 
ing of 80 members <» the upper honse 
the diet and 80 membos of the lower 
honse, headed by their respectlTe vic ) 
presidents, the honTeds officials, and 
Kossuth's relativas were admitted into 
the cemetery.

Several speeches 
ware made by repreeentatives of the in- 
dependence party and by honveds who 
served under Kossuth. After the sing- 
ing of a chorale the coffin was lowered 
into a temporary vault At this moment 
m touching spectacle presented itself, the 
immen se assemblage gathered outside 
the cemetery falling upon their knees 
and offering a silent prayer. The cere> 
monies concluded, the crowd dispersed 
cjuietly.

If thi.s 
is atteniptid, bloodshed will follow. 
Frifk hius 4,5(iO men at work who are 
working imder a three-years' CAJutract 
and do not want to strike.
